This dance was written probably fifty years ago by Don Armstrong as a teaching exercise 
for introducing the dance formation of improper duples. The terminology has changed since 
that time. We now have the dancers “Hands Four” from the top and exchange the top dancers 
in each foursome. The “one below’ is now called the “neighbor”. The same position is also 
known as the “corner” person or the “one below”.
